Secretary's Appeal for 
Funds Said to Have 
Caused ‘Greatest Con- 
version Since Paul 
Went to Damascus.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 

An eleventh hour plea by Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall 
was reported today to have res- 
cued almost the entire $1,475,- 
000,000 foreign aid program from 
the economy knife poised over it 
by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 
. Committee members told a re- 
porter that as the result of a per- 
gonal appeal by Marshall to 
Speaker Martin (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, and other Republican lead- 
ers the group has agreed tenta- 
tively to? 

1. Approve the full $400,000,000 
asked by President Truman to 
carry out the Greek-Turkish aid 
program. 

2. Grant “substantially all” of 
the $350,000,000 requested for re- 
lief in liberated nations, 

3. Provide the Army with 
most of the $725,000,000 it has 
sought for relief and administra- 
tive work in occupied countries. 
One committee member said the 
committee will recommend “in 
the neighborhood of $500,000,000” 
with the understanding that the 
Army. can return early next year 
for more if needed. The entire 
$725,000,000 was for use until 
next June 30. 

Congress already has authorized 
he Greece-Turkey aid and the re- 
lief program for liberated nations 
but funds to put them into full 
‘ffect have yet to be appropriated.

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‘Parasite’ Fighter Plane Designed 
To Use B-36 for Midair Takeoffs, 
Landings Is Being Built Here 


85, a Jet-Propelléed 


Have 600-Mile- 


McDonnell Aircraft Corp. Working on XP- 


Craft Expected to 
an-Hour Speed. 


A new type of fighter plane, de- 
signed to be launched in midair 
from the bomb bay of the Army’s 
giant B-36 bomber and to return 
to it; is being manufactured for 
the Army Air Forces by McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, it was announced to- 
day. 

The parasite plane, designated 
the XP-85, is a small, jet-propelled 
craft. The Army said it is ex- 
pected to have a speed approach- 
ing the present world record, 623.8 
miles an hour. It was learned 
that the XP-85 has not yet made 
a test flight. 

The B-36 is the bomber which 
the Army previously announced 
could carry the atomic bomb to 
any part of the world, drop it and 
return. Powered by six engines, 
it has a normal range of 10,000 
miles with a 10,000-pound bomb 
load, a distance far too great to 
permit norma] fighter escort. Pre- 


sumably, the XP-85s carried by 


the bomber would not decrease its 
range or load capacity from fig- 
ures announced by the Army. The 
B-36, which has a 230-foot wing 
span, is manufactured by Con- 
solidated-Vultee Aircraft Corp. 

A spokesman for the McDonnell 
company said he was unable to 
furnish any information about the 
XP-85 in addition to that released 
by the Army, because the plane is 
still classified as secret. McDon- 
nell also is manufacturing for the 
Navy the FD-1 Phantom and the 
XF2D Banshee. The latter, an- 
nounced. only recently, was the 
first carrier-based all-jet fighter 
plane in the  600-mile-an-hour 
speed range. 

Since July 9, when the company 
started its eight year at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field, its backlog of 
orders had increased from about 
$24,000,000 to more than $42,- 
000,000, This is to a great extent 
due, the spokesman said, to pro- 
duction orders for the Banshee.

A petition supported by a legal 
brief will be circulated tomorrow 
among members of the board by 
Alderman Alfred I, Harris urging 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann to re- 
consider his decision against any 
city action to control rents. 

A ninth alderman said he would 
sign the petition if Harris pro- 
duces evidence that the city can 
control rents. Six said they 
would not sign, Three were unde- 
cided but indicated they would 
follow Stemmler’s opinion. 
Republican Alderman J. Ray 
Weinbrenner, Twenty-eighth Ward 
said: “We certainly ought to have 
a special session of the board, and 
I definitely will sign the petition 
for one. 

“I don’t pay too much attention 
to City Counselor George Stemm- 
ler’s opinion that we haven't the 
authority to pass municipal rent 
control legislation. He’s given us 
bum opinions before. 

“The function of the Board of 
Aldermen is to pass laws. It’s up 
to the courts to say whether they 
are good or bad. We ought to 
pass a rent control ordinance, and 
then if it is invalid, it’s up to the 
courts to declare it so.” 

“Something has to be done 
about this rent situation,” Alder- 
man Louis G. Berra of _ the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, a Democrat, 
said. “I favor getting legislation 
into effect and then letting the 
courts test it. As for Stemmler’s 
judgment, I’ve seen him _ rule 
wrongly before. 

“Most of my constituents own 
their own homes, but some renters 
I've talked to have had increases 
much in excess of 15 per cent. I 
grant that in some cases a 15 per 
cent increase may be just, but if 
this keeps up without some con- 
trol, a lot of folks are going to 
find themselves out on the street 
overnight. Yes, I'll sign the pe- 
tition.”

GREEKS REPORT 
BREAKING REBEL 
PUSH ON IOANNINA 


Most of Guerrillas Escape 
Into Hills From ‘Trap’ 
—Civilians Harass Ir- 


regulars.

ATHENS, July 17 (UP)—Greek 
Government forces, aided by civil- 
ians, have shattered a guerrilla 
drive on Ioannina, but most of 
the.“invaders” have escaped into 


sources reported today. 

Members of other Guerrilla 
bands were reported trickling 
through Government lines toward 
Mount Grammos, where guerrillas 
have been able to hold off Govern- 
ment forces. 

On nearby Mount Gamila, other 
guerrillas were reported under 
heavy strafing from Government 
planes. 

(Exchange Telegraph reported 
that guerrilla casualties in eight 
days totaled 210 killed, 150 wound- 
ed and 140 captured. In the fight 
north of Ionniana, 54 guerrillas 
were killed, 65 wounded and 115 
captured, 

(A guerrilla radio operating un- 
der the name of “Free Greece” 
went on the air for the first time, 
and said a “mountain government” 
would be formed, Exchange Tele- 
graph reported. * As guerrillas con- 
trol such a small area of Greece, 
there was speculation that the 
broadcast came from outside the 
country. 

Protest by Mayors. 

(Mayors of 39 villages in the 
Konitsa area were reported to 
have telegraphed the United Na- 
tions and the United States, Brit- 
ain, France and Russia a protest 
against the “invasion” of guerrilla 
forces from Albania. They asked 
for Allied troops to safeguard the 
frontier, the dispatch said. 

(In Salonika, a United Nations 
Balkan subcommission advised the 
commission at Lake Success, N.Y.., 
yesterday that its latest request 
for permission to enter Albania 
had been rebuffed, the Associated 
Press, reported.) 


Defense Minister Napoleon Zer- 
vas announced that 30 guerrillas 
driving southward with shouts of 
“on to Ioannina!” at one time had 
a clear path to the town, the lar- 
gest in northwestern Greece near 
the Albanian border, 

Civilians, however, turned out 
to harrass the irregulars until 
Government troops arrived and 
scattered the band, Wervas said.

Ted Thompson of Belle Glade, 
Fla., wartime ferry pilot, and 
Hunter C. Moody, Decatur, II1., 
former’ co-holder of the world’s 
flight endurance record, plan to 
take off from New York about 
Aug. 15. 


Thompson said refueling wéuld 
be accomplished in the air by 
picking up five-gallon plastic cans 
of fuel, 100 gallons at a time, with 
a special device they patented, 
similar to that used by mail pick- 
up planes,

POLAND BLAMES 
BALKAN TROUBLES 
ON GREECE, URGES 
NEW GOVERNMENT 


Lange Backs Russian 
Stand in U.N. Debate 
on Issue, Demands Im- 
mediate Withdrawal of 
Foreign Soldiers. -

LAKE SUCCESS, July 17 (AP) 
—Poland joined Russia today in 
blaming Greece for the current 
Balkan disorders and’ demanded 
formation of a new coalition gov- 
ernment in Greece, new elections 
and the immediate withdrawal of 
foreign military personnel. 

Poland’s views were stated by 
Dr. Oscar Lange, United Nations 
Security Council president, as the 
council met in extraordinary ses- 
sion in an atmosphere intensified 
by the fighting in northern Greece. | 

“It is necessary that Greece be 
extricated from the network of 
international power politics,” 
Lange said in demanding the with- 
drawal of foreign troops, 

Lange said the primary trouble 
in the Balkans must be attributed 
to the internal situation in Greece, 
aggravated by the presence of for- 
eign troops. The present govern- 
ment in Greece is a coalition of 
the major parties, with the Com- 
munists and other leftist groups 
excluded, 

Opposes U.S. Proposal. 

Lange vigorously opposed the 
American proposal for a_ semi- 
permanent U.N. commission in the 
Balkans on the ground that this 
seemed to be based on the assump- 
tion that the three Soviet satel- 
lites—Albania, Bulgaria and Yugo- 
slavia—were to blame for the 
Balkan trouble. 

Poland’s demands were support- 
ed by Joza Vilfan, former attorney 
general of Yugoslavia, who fol- 
lowed him with a 23-page speech 
despite efforts of Herschel V. 
Johnson, deputy United States 
delegate, to cut off the general 


ebate.- . I 

Vilfan criticized the United 
States for supporting the recom- 
mendations of the Balkan commis- 
sion which he said were in “direct 
violation” of the U.N. Charter and 
“also include elements of intimida- 
tion.” 

Lange, blaming the Balkan trou- 
ble on Greece's internal conditions, 
said the problem could be solved 
only by “restoration of democratic 
freedom, cessation of civil war by 
means of a general amnesty, for- 
mation of a coalition government 
truly representative of the Greek 
nation, and finally new elections 
which will provide the people of 
Greece with the opportunity to 
choose the government they de- 
sire.” 

He said these were matters 
which were outside the jurisdiction 
of the council but added “there is 
one thing strictly connected with 
the internal situation in Greece 
which the security council is com- 
petent to recommend,”

SALT LAKE CITY, July 17— 
The nation’s governors, concluding 


their thirty-ninth annual meeting 
yesterday, expressed confidence in 
American bipartisan foreign policy 
but’ guardedly avoided any in- 
dorsement of the Marshall plan 
for European recovery and world 
security. 

The governors adopted a reso- 
lution, altered from its original 
form, which declared their con- 
viction that “the foreign policy of 
this country transcends in im- 
portance all partisan, personal or 
political considerations and should 
be at all times an American for- 
eign policy.” 

Other major resolutions 
proved by the conference: 

Urged Congress to restore 
title to tidewater lands to the 
states, which Gov. Donnelly of 
Missouri opposed but did not 
vote on. 

Asked Congress for adequate 
funds for flood control “when 
approved by the respective 
states.” 

Indorsed the universal mili- 
tary training program proposed 
by President Truman. 

Urged adequate federal ap- 
propriations for full-scale de- 
velopment « of _ self-liquidating 
reclamation, irrigation and pow- 
er projects. 

Called for additional studies 
for federal-state tax co-ordina- 
tion, 

Supported statehood for 
waii and Alaska, 

In approving the foreign policy 
resolution, the ‘governors deleted 
the paragraphs from the original 
draft, that had been written by 
Gov: Alfred E. Driscoll (Rep.), 
New Jersey, and: approved by the 
Resolutions Committee of the con- 
ference. One of the statements 
would put the governors on rec- 
ord as supporting “all proper ef- 
forts” under the Marshall plan. 
It read: 

“The Governors of the states 
that comprise our federal union 
affirm our faith and confidence in

President Truman today named 
Robert N. Denham of Maryland 
to bé general counsel of the. Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, 

Denham, a Republican, was ap- 
pointed along with two new mem- 
bers of the board, which is ex- 
panded under the new Taft-Hart- 
ley labor law. 

They are Abe Murdock, former 
Democratic’ Senator from Utah 
and J. Copeland Gray of Buffalo, 
N.Y. 

President Truman, in response 
to a press conference question, 
said the three men are in sym- 
pathy with the Taft-Hartley law 
which Congress enacted over Tru- 
man’s veto. 

Denham succeeds Gerhard P. 
Van Arkell, who resigned as gen- 
eral counsel of the NLRB yester- 
day predicting that, unions would 
“boycott” the board. | 

Truman announced the appoint- 
ments at his press conference. 

He disclosed he was reappoint- 
ing the three present members of 
the board for new terms with 
Paul Herzog as chairman, The 
two other members are John 
Houston and James Reynolds. 

Gray, like Denham is a Repub- 
lican, the President said. 

Besides increasing the NLRB 
by two members, the new labor 
law expands the duties of the 
general counsel of the board.

RIVER WORK FUND 


$10,000,000 of $237,000,- 
000 Would Go for the 
Missouri From Sioux 
City to St. Louis. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
President Truman sent Congress 
today the details of how Army 
engineers would spend the $237,- 


000,000 he wants immediately for 
flood control work in the Missis- 
sippi river basin. 

Under budget estimates forward- 
ed to Congress, this is how the 
money would be spent in the year 
ending next June 30: 

General] flood control projects in 
the Mississippi river basin, $177,- 
000,000; for flood control -work on 
the lower Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries, $50,000,000, and for main- 
tenance and improvement of ex- 
isting rivers and harbors work on 
the Missouri river between Sioux 
City and St. Louis, $10,000,000. + 

The $177,000,000 would be used 
for continuing work on 24 reser- 
voirs and 34 local protection proj- 
ects which already are under way. 

Also, it would be used to start 
contruction of 15 additional reser- 
voirs and 31 additional local pro- 
tection projects. 

The $50,000,000 would be used to 
continue work including levees, 
bank stabilization and dredging on 
the lower reaches of the White, 
Arkansas and Red rivers, and for 
continuing authorized reservoirs, 
levees and drainage works on the 
St. Francois, Yazoo, Tensas and 
Atchafalaya basins, P

700 in First Major Bank Strike: 
Pickets, Police Clash; 3 Arrested 


NEW YORK, July 17 (UP) — 
Club-wielding police and pickets 
clashed today when an attempt 


was made to put a mass picket 
line around the Brooklyn Trust 
Co., where 700 employes have 
struck in the first walkout against 
a major bank in the United States. 
The walkout affects the bank and 
24 of its branches. — 

Three pickets were arrested aft- 
er the scuffle, wnich broke out 
when 100 pickets arrived at the 
bank building to join 75 otherg 
who arrived earlier. One of the 
men arrested was treated at a 
hospital for head cuts received in 
the clash. 

Police had said no mass picket- 
ing would be allowed, and early 
arrivals merely placed a picket at 
each entrance to the bank.

Reaction to Message.

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Donald Grant of Post-

Use Lesson Taught by

WASHINGTON, July 17 — The 
two-day National Valley Authority 
conference opened today with a 
full agenda of speeches and dis- 
cussions of probétems relating to 


efficient river valley development, 


The first speaker was Donald 
Grant, a reporter for the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, who gave a graphic 
eye-witness account of the devas- 
tation wrought by recent floods in 
the Mississippi river valleys. 

Senator Gien H. Taylor (Dem.), 
Idaho, who introduced a Columbia 
Valley Authority bill yesterday, 
asserted in another speech that 
America urgently needs multiple- 
purpose river valley development 
and that a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority and a Columbia Valley 
Authority “occupy first place on 
the nation’s requirement list.” 
This is the lesson to be learned 
from the recent floods, he as- 
serted. 

Describing the difficulties of 
spreading the message of the 
value of river control, Taylor said 
it was fortunate that “we do have 
a few papers like the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch—God bless them.” 

Benton J. Stong, chairman of 
the Regional Committee for a 
Missouri Valley Authority, de- 
clared that “assigning the United 
States Army Engineers to the job 
of controlling floods in a river is 
precisely like sending Typhoid 
Mary to stop a typhoid epidemic.” 

Challenge Yet to Be Met. 

Grant expressed the theme of 
the meeting when he said, quoting 
a Post-Dispatch editorial of May 
1044: “The floods of this spring 
are final and convincing proof 
that we have got to accept the 
river's challenge now.” 

“That was 1944.” he went on. 
“This is 1947. The challenge is 
still there, greater than ever. This 
is not in any sense a partisan ques- 
tion. A flood is an objective fact. 
As the Post-Dispatch has said, the 
time has come to recognize that 
the Missouri river is one big river 
presenting one big vroblem.” 

Relating what he had observed 
in extended aifplane trips over 
the flooded region June 28 and 
June 30, Grant said he had been 
impressed at witnessing, at some 
of the broken levees, “the futile 
efforts of men to stem the great 
onrush of water with sandbags-— 
like trying to stop a panzer di- 
vision with bows and arrows,” 

He told of rich topsoil washed 
from thousands of acres of farm- 
lands, of wrecked homes and 
homeless people, of disrupted rail- 
way and highway transportation, 
and of mile after mile of destruc- 
tive muddy water. . 

Estimate on Flood Damage. 

He quoted R. H. Musser, Re- 
gional Conservator &% Milwaukee 
for the United States Soil Con- 
servation Service, as estimating 
that by July 5 the flood had 
caused damage of $500-000,000 and 
had washed away enough soil to 
cover 325.000 acfes to a depth of 
six inches. He estimated that at 
one time 34,812 persons were out 
of their homes because of the 
floods and said the Red Cross 
had spent $4,000,000 in flood re- 
lief. 

As an instance of the “spirit 
of the people of the Midwest,” he 
described the successful fight on 
the levees to save the town of 
Dupo, Ill., after Army engineers 
had declared it was doomed and 
ordered it evacuated. The town 
was saved, he said, by the deter- 
mination of men and women in 
Dupo and of others who learned 
of the battle and came to help. 

“The issue there was a short- 
range issue between the people 
and the flood,” Grant said.

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Lincoln Papers to Be in Showcases 


For Public Disclosure July 26 


Historian, to Assess Value of Papers Sealed

WASHINGTON, July 17—Elab- 
orate preparations for the public 
opening July 26 of the collection 
of papers of President Lincoln are 
being: made by the Library of Con- 
gress, which has had them in cus- 
tody since 1919. 

The documents were presented 
to the library by Robert Todd Lin- 
coln, son of the Civil War Presi- 
dent, with the reservation that 
they be placed in a sealed vault 
and withheld from official or 
private view until 21 Years from 
the date of his death. Robert Lin- 
coln died July 26, 1926. 


Shortly before his death Robert 
Lincoln modified* his reservation 
to permit the preparation of an 
index. As a result, two members of 
the library staff, under strict in- 
structions of secrecy, have fin- 
ished a card index of the esti- 
mated 15,000 to 20,000 documents. 

Documents Microfilmed. 

In addition, the documents have 
been photographed on microfilm 
and these films will be available 
to the public after July 26 at a 
price of $645 a set. A single copy 
of the microfilm, including photo- 
graphs of the papers and the in- 
dex, would be almost two miles 
long. The papers themselves oc- 
cupy~ about 35 cubic feet. 

The forthcoming’ event 
caused so much interest, 
the people generally as 
among scholars and students of 
Lincoln’s life, that the library 
staff called a meeting yesterday 
of eorrespondents' and _ photo- 
graphers to discuss press handling 
of the opening. 

One of the difficulties, in the 
words of Verner W. Clapp, Chief 
Assistant Librarian, is that the 
opening will not he like the ex- 
traction of a rabbit froma hat but 
will be “more like a funeral, with 
the papers already laid out in 
show cases.” 

No Dramatic Ceremony. 

After a lot of thought, Clapp 
said, the library administrative 
staff, which is somewhat handi- 
capped by not having seen the 
papers, decided to forego any ef- 
fort at the dramatic and to con- 
fine the ceremonies to a half hou: 
of speeches and introductions.

DELAY ACTION ON 
KEM RESOLUTION 


Hatch and Lodge Speak 
on Subjects at Having 
Nothing to Do With 
Motion to Bring Up 
K.C. Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, July 17— The 
Republican mave for & Senate in- 
quiry into Department of Justice 
procedure in investigating Kansas 
City prime«ry election frauds last 
August ran ifto a parliamentary 
roadblock this afiernoon, 

In the jockeying for position, 
Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, 
succeeded in getting before the 
Senate a motion to make its pend- 
ing business the resolution of Sen- 
ator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, to 
discharge the Judiciary Committee 
from consideration of his resolu- 
tion for tht Senzte vote fraud in- 
quiry and to have that inquiry 
made by a committee to be 
appointed. 

But Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, obtained the floor, osten- 
sibly to discuss Wherry’s motion. 
Quite candidly, he said at the 
outset he did not intend to discuss 
the pending motion “at this time.” 
The Senate has no rule which re- 
quires a speaker to address him- 
self te its pending business. 

Hatch sent for a glass of water 
and a copy of this morning's 
Washington Post. He set out to 
argue, and apparently was pre- 
pared to argue at length, that Con- 
gress ought not to adjourn next 
week as it has planned, but should 
recess for a time and then return, 

With Hatch stiH controlling the 
floor, he yielded briefly to Sen- 
ator O'Mahoney (Dem.) Wyoming, 
who complained that the House 
had delayed its consideration of 
appropriation ‘bills so long that 
the Senate had been unable to act 
on them. 

Senator Capehart (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, to whom Hatch yielded while 
still controlling the floor, inter- 
pected that he, too, objected to 
the delay in legislative procedures. 

“I wonder if it wouldn’t help,” 
he said, “if the Senate had a rule 
that Senators should address 
themselves to the pending busi- 
ness’ I wonder if we are not 
mow observing a little filibuster— 
J say little filibuster — directed 
against the resolution of the Sen- 
ator from Missouri.” 

“I offer what has been happen- 
ing here for the last 30 minutes 
as an example of how time is 
wasted on Senate business.” 

Hatch’s maneuver was a pos- 
sible tip-off to the situation the 
Republican leadership had feared 
~-that Democratic members would, 
by delaying tactics, make it im- 
possible for the Senate to act on 
Kem’'s resolution, 

If that proves to be the case 
they have an alternative plan of 
action, A motion will be intro- 
duced in the House for that 
branch of Congress to investigate 
the Department of Justice pro- 
cedure in the vote fraud investiga- 
tion. 

Under the tighter discipline 
which prevzils in the House, they 
are confident the resolution could 
be put through in short order. 

After an hour ard a half Hatch 
relinquished the floor. It was ob- 
tained by Senator Lodge (Rep.), 
Massachusetes, who started talk- 
ing about the Civil Service regula- 
tions. The business before the 
Chamber was still Wherry’s mo- 
tion to bring up the Kem resolu- 
tion. 

The frauds, last August, oc- 
eurred in a primary wm which 
President Truman solicited assist- 
ance of the Pendergast machine 
in denying renomination to Roger 
C. Slaughter from the Fifth Con- 
gressional District of Missouri. 
And the Department of Justice, 
when complaints came in, made 
only a preliminary inquiry and 
then dropped the investigation, to 
resume it only after a fuss had 
been raised in the Senate about 
its procedure. 

Speeches were planned by Sena- 
tor Taft, chairman of the Repub- 
lican Steering Committee, and 
Senator Brewster ‘(Rep.), Maine. 
They were to reinforce the argu- 
ments presented yesterday by Sen- 
\ator Kem, 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, chairman of a subcommit- 
tee which made a preliminary in- 
guiry to determine whether the 
Senate should make a full investi- 
gation, was being held in reserve 
to blast the Democrats if it should 
become apparent they would at- 
tempt to prevent a vote. 

Republicans are confident that 
if a vote is reached the investi- 
gation would be ordered. That 
would suit them perfectly, because 
it would be expected to provide 
material for campaign oratory 

next year. 

Ferguson submitted to the Ju- 
diciary Committee what proved to 
be a minority report urging the 
investigation sought by Kem. An- 
other Republican on the subcom- 
mittee, Senator Langer of North 
Dakota, joined the third member, 
Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, in asking that the investiga- 
tion be abandoned. Langer provid- 
ed the decisive vote also in the 
full Judiciary Committee when he 
joined its six Democratic members 
in voting against the other six 
Republican members of the com- 
mittee.

“T regret to report that a large 
number of .places have shown no 
improvement,” Dr. Leonard wrote. 
The recommendation was referred 
to Director of Public Safety John 
T. English for study. 

The present East St. Louis 
health ordinance was described by 
Dr. Leonard as “vague, inadequate 
and difficult to enforce.” He said

Two other 
facilities, units three and four, 
which Monsanto has been oper- 
ating at Dayton, O., for the A.E.C., 
will be disbanded when the new 
plant is completed. Personnel 
now working in Dayton will be 
transferred to Miamisburg.

Ross did not estimate the word-| 
age of the message, but told re- 
porters it will not be “very long—_ 
not as long” as Truman's state-' 
ment in June rejecting similar | 
legislation to reduce taxes by four| 
billion dollars. The new measure. 
is identical except that the effec- 
tive date of the reduction is 
changed from July 1,-1947, to Jan. | 
1, 1948. 

Meanwhile, House Minority! 
Leader Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, | 
said the Democratic party wel-| 
comed a Republican challenge to) 
make the G.O.P.-sponsored tax-' 
reduction bill an issue in the 1948 | 
presidential election. 


“The Democratic party is for | 
the proper kind of tax reduction 
at the proper time,” he told re- 
porters, “But if the Republicans 
want to throw this kind of tax bill 
into the campaign, we'll welcome | 
the issue. This bill gives a great 
many people too much and a great 
many more too little.” 


Most Republicans concede they 
cannot muster a two-thirds major- 
ity in the Senate to override the 
second veto. 


Chairman Knutson (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, author of the 
bill, said Tuesday that the tax 
issue would be carried into the 
1948 campaign. 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der said at a press conference yes- 
terday the administration might be 
able to decide in the next few 
months whether to start plugging 
its own “right kind” of income tax 
cut plan. He declined to speculate 
on what it would involve or just 
when it would be ready. 

“We have got to see that the 
economy is settled down to some 
degree before we can make any 
decision,” Snyder said. “In the 
next. few months the answer 
should be available to us to meas- 
ure the propriety of tax adjust- 
ment.”

Republican Louis Lange of the 
Fifteenth Ward sdid he had re- 
ceived no complaints. about rents.

Governors’ Meeting Avoids 


Marshall Plan 


The other deleted paragraph 
paid a high personal tribute to 
Marshall, but the subject was re- 
placed in an “appreciation” reso- 
lution, which said with respect to 
the wartime Army chief of staff: 
“To the Secretary of State, George 
C. Marshall, we express Our faith 
and confidence and our deep ap- 
preciation for his inspiring ad- 
dress to the conference.” 


Marshall, in an ‘address to the 
conference last Monday, appealed 
to the Governors and the public 
for greater understanding of in- 
ternational problems, He assert- 
ed the United States was at the 
crossroads in its relations ‘With 
other nations. He talked also to 
the state executives in an “off-the- 
record” meeting. 


Looked on as Weak Response. 


In view of the urgency of his 
appeal, and the importance of 
home-front support to his efforts, 
the resolution appeared to some 
observers as a weak response. As 
adopted, the resolution reads: 


“As early as the Revolution, 
that controversial era when the 
citizens of the 13 states fought 
and found the inspiration that 
gave us our Federal Constitution, 
and thereafter, in peace and dur- 
ing great wars, when our citizens 
fought that men and nations may 


States have supported certain in- 
alienable rights and  0»privileges 
and accepted the accompanying 
obligations. 


“The American republic stands to- 
day as the bulwark of human free- 
dom, and the strength of this bul- 
wark is largely dependent upon 
the solidarity of the citizens of 
our sovereign states. Particularly 
in their relations with foreign 
countries the foreign policy of this 
country is intimately related to 
the support of our historic liber- 
ties, 


“Therefore, the Governors’ con- 
ference hereby asserts its convic- 
tion that the foreign policy of this 
country transcends in importance 
all partisan, personal or political 
considerations and should be at 
all times an American foreign pol- 
icy, representative of the best in 
America and répresenting the 
United States to the nations of 
the world as a country that seeks 
peace and is united in its deter- 
mination to protect the inaliena- 
ble rights and privileges that our 
citizens now enjoy.” 


“No Isolationist Tinge.” 


Govs. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York, Earl Warren of California, 
Blue of Iowa and Lane of Mary- 
land told newspaper men that the 
resolution places the Governors 
solidly behind the Government in 
its efforts to achieve world peace. 
When asked if it had an “isola- 
tionism” tinge, they said it was 
not so intended and could not be 
so construed. 

Gov. Driscoll said he had no ob- Is 
jections to the revisions in his 
original resolution, and thought 
the statements affirming. confi- 
dence in American foreign policy 
without regard to party or per- 
sonal considerations and in Mar- 
shall were “eminently satisfac- 
tory.” He said it was appropriate 
to express confidence in Marshall 
as he undertakes his important 
duties. 

Another resolution adopted by 
the Governors called for congres- 
sional legislation restoring title to 
tidewater lands and their vital re- 
sources to the states. 

The measure contended the re- 
cent United States Supreme Court 
decision did not determine the 
question of ownership but cast a 
cloud on state title to the lands 
and their vital oil and mineral re- 
sources. It was stated that the 
language of the decision was so 
broad as to be extendable to the 
soil under navigable waters of in- 
land states, 


Donnelly Against Resolution. 


* Missouri’s Gov. Donnelly op- 
posed the resolution during its 
consideration, but refrained from 
voting on it. Had he cast a vote | 
against it, the resolution would 
have been blocked, as conference 
rules require a unanimous vote 
for approval of resolutions. 

He told the correspondent no 
other governor opposed the -reso- 
lution and that he did not want 
to defeat the matter in the face 
of an apparent preponderance of 
approval, 

In opposing the resolution, Gov. 
Donnelly told his fellow governors 
that he could not support the 
measure because he felt the Su- 
Sag Court had decided the ques- 

ion of ownership, and that he 
thought the court rather than 
Congress should determine the 
issue, 

He described proponents’s cry 
of states’s rights as a “smoke 
screen,” declaring the “real fight 
is between the Government and 
the oil companies.” The court de- 
cision last June was in the suit 
brought by the Government to as- 
sert federal domain over Califor- 
nia tidelands, It was contended 
that public policy demanded pres- 
ervation of their vast oil and min- 
eral deposits in the interest of 
national security. Heretofore, oil 
has been removed from the de- 
posits by private interests under 
lease from the state. 


Resolution by Jester. 


The resolution was offered by 
Gov. Beauford H. Jester (Dem.), 
Texas, with the active backing of 
California’s Gov. Warren and 
other coastal state executives. In 
a lengthy plea for adoption of his 
proposal, Gov. Jester declared the 
court opinion conferred “super 
federal powers”. which seriously 
threaten state and private prop- 
erty rights. 

In its decision, he said, the court 
pronounced an entirely new legal 
theory 
right to take oil and other natural 
resources regardless of whether 
the Government actually owns the 
soil from which they come. 

This case, Jester said, undoubt- 
edly will become a “potent weap- 
on” for proponents of the na- 
tionalization of the oil and gas 
industry, as well as any other 
industry whose business is held

presume, he had in mind when he 
Was speaking: 

“This country,” the Secretary 
warned, “now stands at a turn- 
ing point in its relations to its tra- 
ditional friends among the na- 
tions of the Old World. Either 
it must finish the task of assist- 
ing these countries to adjust 
themselves to the changed de- 
mands of a new age, or it must 
reconcile itself to seeing them 
move in directions which are con- 
sistent neither with their own 
traditions nor with those of this 
country.” 

“In the latter case,” the Secre- 
tary continued (and this, it seems 
to me, is the core of the whole 
statement), “the United States 
would be faced with a radical al- 
teration of its own position in the 
world. I ask you to consider most 
carefully the implications of such 
a development for the future 
prosperity and security of our 
country.” 

Well-Weighed Words. 

These are, as the Secretary him- 
self took care to point out, 
weighed and cautious words — as 


well- 


those of a man = his position 
must ever be. 

Behind those nokanis words lie 
certain inexorable facts. 


The foremost of these facts is 
Simply that 82 per cent of the 


people of this world live in Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa. Only 18 
per cent of them live in North 
and South America, plus the Brit- 
ish Isles and Australasia. The 
natural resources of the world 
are distributed in comparable, 
though not identical, proportions. 

If we fail to go through with 
our plans to help western Europe 
recover the strength to follow its 
own way of life, the whole of Eu- 
rope will become a Soviet de- 
pendency.

Arabic Prince 
Discusses Aim 


Of Visit to U.S. 


|Tells Reportérs It 


Symbolizes Regard 
of King of Yemen 
for America. '

WASHINGTON, July 17. 

HE growing importance of 
"T American relations with the 

Arabic world was stressed late 
yesterday at a press conference 
by his royal highness, Prince 
Seiful-Ismal Abdullah of Yemen, 
and also by elaborate entertain- 
ment preparéd for the visitor by 
the State Department. 

Prince Seiful is the sixth of 
thirteen sons of the Imam Zeidi 
Yahya, 8l-year-old king of Yemen, 
which is an independent mon- 
archy lying along the southeast 
shore of the Red Sea, and which 
is the legendary home of the 
Queen of Sheba. 

Under a treaty of May 4, 1946, 
the United States extended a 
credit of $1,000,000 to the kingdom, 


and received permission for Amer- |= 


ican engineers to explore mineral 
resources in the kingdom, which 
are believed to include gil. 

The Prince said that. during his 
forthcoming tour of this country, 
he expects to talk with American 
industrialists and oil_men. He de- 
clared that his visit here is “a 
symbol. of what the Yemen king 
and his people have in their hearts 
for the great United States.” He 
hoped the visit might lead Ameri- 
cans to give a fair hearing to the 
Arab case in the Egyptian and 
Palestine controversies. From a 
palace in Cairo, Prince Seiful has 
been acting as his father’s ambas- 
sador to the rest of the world. 


Tribute to’ United States. 

Praising America for its devo- 
tion to democracy, the Prince re- 
called that the Queen of Sheba, 
according to Yemeni historians, 
set up the earliest parliamentary 
system in history in the form of a 
council of advisers, 

The visitor received reporters at 
the Blair House. He wore a long 
white robe, tan oxfords and a 
white turban, with d@ streamer 
down the back. The only royal 
insignia visible was the flat fold 
of. his turban: Lesser personages 
have a bulge at the front of their 
headdresses. The Prince is small, 
dark and trim of figure, with a 
swarthy complexion and _ black 
hair and beard. He wore dark 
glasses to protect his eyes. 

‘After shaking hands ceremoni- 
ously with all the correspondents 
he seated himself in an armchair 
and launched into an _ oration 
which was translated by George 
N. Wakim, a gradute of the-Amer- 
ican University at Leirut. It con- 
sisted of flowery tributes to “the 
noble United States” and profes- 
sions of friendship from the King 
and his country. 


Isolationism in Yemen, 

‘The Prince was questioned as to 
the origin of a dispatch which 
came recently from Cairo, stating 
that King Yahya had decided to 
repudiate the American loan and 
had forbidden his son to travel 
to this country. The reply was 
that his presence was the best 
refutation, and that the false mes- 
sage was probably inspired by 
persons hostile to good relations 
between his country and _ the 
United States. 

A member of his suite explained 
that King Yahya is troubled by 
his own brand of isolationists at 
home, and that Arab groups in 
Aden and Cairo, under left wing 
influence, e trying to break up 
the new cofrdiality. between~Amer- 
ica and the Arabic states. 

An interview with ‘President 
Truman and visits to Congress 
and the Congressional Library. 
where Arabic manuscripts were 
exhibited, concluding with a for- 
mal dinner last night, were por- 
tents of the significance which the4 
State Department is beginning to 
attach. to our relations with ob- 
scure and distant countries. 

A question as to his interview 
with the President was dodged by 
the Prince with the agility of a 
veteran of press conferences, Such 
information, he said, would come 
best from the White House. 

After Prince Seiful had retired, 
Mohammed Quadi Al-Amri, son of 
the Yemeni Prime Minister, electri- | 
fied the reporters by presenting 
each with a sterling silver ciga-| 
rette case and a set of amber 
prayer beads. The case was etched 
with the Prince’s arms and auto- 
graph. The beads, decorated with 

a silver pendano, were 33 in num | 
ber. It was explained that Allah | 
has 99 names in Arabic, and that | 
a devout Moslem tells them all by 
running over the string of beads 
three times. The amber, said Al- 
Amri, came from the Red Sea.

The DPs—Who Are They? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:. 

Within recent nyt 5 various indi- 
viduals and groups have gone on record 
advocating that something be done to 
relieve the plight of the displaced per- 
sons in Europe and the Stratton bill now 
proposes the entry of some 400,000 DPs 
into the United States. 

On Ahe surface the plan is laudable, 
but great care should be exercised in 
the selection of the 400,000. When the 
Jast shot was fired in Germany all ci- 
villians who were not German nationals 
were automatically classified as dis- 
placed persons with little if any atten- 
tion being paid as to how and under 
what circumstances these people had 
left their homelands. 

It is true that many were conscripts 
-— forced laborers — who had left their 
countries against their will. But among 
them were a great many who had 
entered Germany of their. own voli- 
tion, persons ,.so impressed by Hitler’s 
victories they declared themselves Volks 
Deutsche and fully intended to become 
German citizens when given the oppor- 
tunity. 

It is also true that many legitimate 
DPs were repatriated to their homelands 
within three months after V-E day. 
Among those DPs who remain in Ger- 
many are those who do not dare cross 
the borders of their homelands because 
they would be tried as traitors, and many 
justly so. Many have given our people 
réason to believe that they do not re- 
turn because they hate Communism; a 
goodly percentage of these do not hate 
Communism as much as they fear re- 
prisal as a result of their pro-Nazi, anti- 
Communistic activities during combat. 

The DPs in Germany today are not 
in any sense of the word the cream of 
the crop. The job of screening these 
people for the purpose of determining 
their past activities is admittedly prac- 
tically impossible, but they should be 
screened as thoroughly as possible. Nor- 
way, Sweden, Holland and others opened 
their arms to hordes of alleged perse- 
cutees only to find too late that they had 
accepted the enemy. 

Unfortunately this job of screening Is 
enormous. In all probability it will be 
found that in order to expedite the en- 
try, 400,000 individuals loosely classified 
as DPs will enter this country with 
few questions asked. We will have on 
our hands the finest collection of dis- 
pleased persons, radicals, Red agents 
and ex-Nazi sympathizers this country 
has ever seen. Their entry’ can very 
definitely create a Trojan horse of no 
mean proportions.

ah Legalistic Maze 


Senator Taft concedes that the much-criticized 
political section of the Taft-Hartley Act may be 
“ambiguous.” If it is ambiguous, the Senator 
further concedes it should be revised by the 
joint congressional eommittee set up by the law. 
The twin concession by the law’s co-author should 
be enough to cause the committee to take action. 

Section 304, which amends the Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act of 1925, actually is a legalistic maze. 
It says: 

It is unlawful . .. for any corporation 
whatever, or any labor organization, to make 

a contribution or expenditure in connection 

with any election at which presidential and 

vice presidential electors or a Senator or 

Representative in, or a Delegate or Resident 

Commissioner to Congress are to be voted 

for, or in connection with any primary elec- 

tion or political convention or caucus held 
to select candidates for any of the foregoing 

offices . 

The ink had hardly dried on this section be- 
fore the argument began. Co-authors Taft and 
Hartley disagreed on interpretation. President 
Truman attacked it. The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union called it “indefensible,” and now CIO 
President Philip Murray has openly defied it. 
Here is where the ambiguity lies: 

(1) The faw is uncertain as to the rights of 
the press. President Truman noted that it “pro- 
vides no exemption for corporations whose busi- 
ness is the publication of newspapers or .the 
operation of radio stations.” Printing news or 
comment involves “expenditures.” Are pub- 


_ lishers then denied the right to comnfent on 


politics? 

No court would uphold such a clear infringe- 
ment upon freedom of press. But the law ap- 
pears to state something that was not intended, 
and is a dangerous statute to leave on the books. 

(2) The law is doubtful as to the operation of 
laboy newspapers. Senator Pepper charged it 
would prohibit union papers from commenting 
on campaign issues. Senator Taft agreed that it 
would bar discussion in papers supported direct- 
ly from union treasuries. It would not, he said, 
affect newspapers supported by subscriptions. 

Now, upon reflection, Mr. Taft seems to have 
changed his mind. He says “bona fide” union 
newspapers can comment. Representative Hart- 
ley say$ any union paper can comment. Which 


_interpretation is right? 


Two facts stand out. One is that a union can 
escape the dilemma by specifying that part of 
its dues are a subscription to its paper. The 
other is that any discrimination against a part 
of the press, labor or otherwise, endangers the 
entire press. So a grave question of constitu- 
tionality is involved here. 

(3) The law is vague about a vast realm of 
political activity by private groups. While it bars 
such activity by corporations and unions, the 
American Civil Liberties Union says “no com- 
parable prohibition is provided for associations 
of employers,. contributions to which are tax de- 
ductible, and are therefore largely paid by the 
government.” 

So the National Association of Manufacturers 
apparently can indulge its political aims. 
that matter, the C1O’S Political Action Commit- 
tee may do likewise. The section defines labor 
organizations as those which deal with employ- 
ers concerning grievances, hours and pay. The 
PAC does not exist for such purposes, but for 
political purposes, and evidently is free to pur- 
sue them. 

That is as it should be. Both laWor and busi- 
né@ss have the right to engage in political action, 
and it should not be barred to them. But the law 
is not clear as to this right, and is an invitation 
to long legalistic hairsplitting. 

_At best, Section 304 is a puzzle for lawyers. 
At worst, it contains grave threats to our civil 
liberties. It is a blot upon the remainder of the 
new labor law, which the people demanded to 
restore equality between labor and management, 

The joint congressional committee has a ma- 
jor work of revision cut out for it. The task 
will require calm deliberation and a due regard 
for constitutional rights which are not apparent 
in the ener section.

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The Dangerous Greek Situation 

Now that Dwight Griswold, head of the Ameri- 
can mission, has arrived in Greece, may not the 
American people expect a report from him on 
the dangerous situation in that country? By the 
terms of the Truman Doctrine, the United States 
has assumed a special responsibility for Greece, 
and the Greek Government voluntarily has giv- 
en us wide power of supervision, in return for 
the funds that we are going to pour in. 

It is difficult from conflicting dispatches to 
decide the nature and extent of the fighting that 
has been going on in Greece during the past 
week. We were first told that the Greek Gov- 
ernment had broken up a leftist plot to take 
over the Government July 11. In doing this, 
many leftists were rounded up in Athens. Then, 
reports of the existence of an international 


brigade inspired by Moscow were followed by © 


stories of invasion from Albania. Progress of 
the invasion and resistance to it are difficult to 
follow. 

There is little reason to place faith in the 
behavior or the communiques of the corrupt 
Greek Government. Long before the present 
difficulties broke out, it was engaging in acts 
of terrorism and political persecution, using Ges- 
tapo methods. It is well known, too, that high- 
ly-placed persons in the Greek Government and 
army collaborated with the Nazis during the 
German occupation, whilé many of the guerrillas 
formed the backbone of the anti-Nazi under- 
ground movement. : 

As it shapes up today, however, the issue in 
Greece is more complex than this. The report 
of the United’ Nations Commission definitely 
showed that elements in Yugoslavia and Albania 
were fomenting trouble in Greece. It recom- 
mended the creation of a semi-permanent bor- 
der watch, to be conducted by the United Na- 
tions. It seems obvious that the border trou- 
bles have the deep sympathy and perhaps the 
active support of the Soviet Union, 

Our country has bent backward in its appeal 
to the United Nations Security Council, formed 
to meet just such a crisis, to take suitable action. 
But in the Council the appeal has met the stub- 
born resistance of the Soviet delegate. It’s a 
cinch the Council isn’t going to take any effec- 
tive action, The trouble in Greece is part of 
the world-wide trouble between Soviet Russia 
and the United States. 

We think, first of all, that Gov. Griswold 
should tell the facts to the American people. 
We think, second, that failing United Nations 
action, the United. States and Great Britain 
should act promptly to stamp out a spark that 
could become a conflagration. Third, we think 
Mr. Griswold, as soon as time permits, should 
induce the King of Greece to recast his govern- 
ment in such a way as to win the confidence of 
the American people—who have undertaken to 
protect the Greek people and to restore their 
economy.

In these days of spurious testimonial’, it re- 
stores our faith to find a practitioner who car- 
ries out in real life the role assumed in a three- 
color layout in Vogue. We have in mind, of 
course, Lady Iris Mountbatten, cousin of King 
George, who when docketed for passing worth- 
less checks “chewed gum nervously.”

If that staff becomes what Mr. Marshall 
hopes it will (and the wartime Chief of 
Staff has a way of seeing his hopes ma- 
terialize), Mr. Kennan will be number one 
man of the Administration’s foreign policy 
brain trust. 

His will be the job of correlating, Initiat- 
ing, solidifying and evaluating foreign poli- 
cy. His task, will be to plan what is best 
for tomorrow by trying to see the shape 
of things to come 25 years off. 


His “brain alley” staff will have the 
tough assignment of framing long-range 
policy and keeping current policy decisions 
and operations within that framework. His 
responsibilities will spill over into other 
Government departments—War, Navy, etc. 


He will not operate, however, as a field 
commander, giving orders here, directing 
instructions there.

Although most major cities of the coun- | 


try are initiating postwar planning projects 
of importance, plans just announced by St. 
Louis and New Orleans hold special inter- 
est to Texans. This grows out of the his- 
torical and sentimental part played by both 
Mississippi river cities as the principal 
gateways to our Southwest. 


The St. Louis project is the completion of- 


the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial. 
An architectural contest with $125,000 in 
prizes has been posted to secure a plan for 
this $30,000,000 memorial. 


The 82% acres which contain the original 
St. Louis were cleared of slums several 
years ago. The old French cathedral and 
the courthouse building remain, however, 
as historic shrines. The City of St. Louis 
has authorized $7,500,000 of the total cost, 
with the Federal Government to put up the 


rest. Some $9,000,000 of the total cost has 
already been used in clearing the land. 

New Orleans is embarking on a public 
improvement program to cost taxpayers 

23,500,000. More than half of this amount 
is designed to give new order and greater 
safety to both railroad and vehicular street 
traffic. The railroads will build a $15,000,- 
000 union passenger station as part of the 
city-wide relocation of tracks. Some $10,- 
500,000 of. tax funds will be used to pave 
and repair major streets. Another $1,000,000 
will be used to buy land for a future civic 
center. The land will park 3000 automobiles 
a day in the meantime, 

As a younger community which hap- 
pened to take up city planning at a much 
earlier date, Dallas-can congratulate its 
two older mentors in taking the forward 
steps just announced,

Adventure in China 
AMERICAN AGENT, by Mark oon and John Caid- 
well. (Henry Hot, New York.) 

This little volume is an account of Cald- 
well’s work as advance agent for the secret 
American army which was to fight a war 
of morale in China’s No Man’s Land, a 
hundred-mile-wide strip of coast stretching 
from Hong Kong 800 miles to the north. 
It was his job to bolster the morale of 
the 80,000,000 people who inhabited the 
region, 

He had to fight the propaganda of the 
42 enemy-directed radio stations and of le- 
gions of enemy agents. He made friends 
with pirates and smugglers, who spied for 
him and helped American fliers in distress, 
and he learned everything he could in 
preparation for that landing of American 
troops which never had to be. 

Caldwell had been born in this coastal 
region, and he could speak to the people 
in their own language. His father and 
mother were still operating a mission, and 
his father’s radio was one of the very few 
to bring in San Francisco broadcasts which 
could be translated in Chinese and sent by 
hand to a small group of important per- 
sons. In time Caldwell and his helpers were 
able to supply most of the newspapers of 
the region with the news of the world. 

* ~ + 


By May, 1944, after Caldwell had been at 
work about seven of eight months, it was 
evident that the Japanese were about to 
sever all communications between the coast 
In the region were 80 
American civilians, and Caldwell was 
ordered to get them and himself out. He 
was a very sick man, and he knew that 
he had to go home. 


When he finally left in September, he 
was aware of the Allied victories in 
France, and athough there were, for the 
first time in 40 years, no Caldwells on the 
Coast of Fukien, he was sure they would 
get back. 


Gayn and Caldwell were both born in 
China. Gayn was educated in Chinese, 
Soviet, and English public schools, and he 
holds degrees from two United States col- 
leges. Most of his adult life has béen spent 
in Asia, where he has worked for various 
Asiatic and American publications, among 
them Time. Caldwell was brought up in 
China and came to the United States to 
attend Vanderbilt University. He remained 
for 12 years, until in 1943 he returned to 
China as an American agent.

Police “Buckpassing.” 


They are stirred up just now by 
a very odd situation revealed by 
the Washington Post to exist in 
the Washington Police Depart- 
ment. This is the wholesale con- 
cealment Of crimes occurring in 
the district. \ Washington’s crime 
rate is high Without the addition 
of the cases that never find their 
way into official records. 

What this amounts to is a two- 
way system of justice. Six hun- 
dred crimes went unrecorded in 
& single category—robbery. Sol- 
diers, sailors, transients passing 
through town, and others with lit- 
tle influence or prestige, discov- 
ered that nothing happened when 
they reported their losses. 

For one thing, this is a serious 
distortion of the official crime 
statistics that are reported to the 
FBI. But, far more important, it 
is a shocking example to the rest 
of the country of what can hap- 
pen in the nation’s capital, where 
buck passing seems to be the rule. 


Voteless Citizens.

Shouldn’t Happen to a Dog. 


The LaFollette-Monroney Re- 
organization Act brought some 
changes that have made Congress 
more efficient. Other steps are 
needed, and one of the first is to 
get rid of the burden of govern- 
ing—or trying to govern in spare 
moments—the nation’s capital. If 
it takes a constitutional amend- 
ment to give the District of Co- 
lumbia home rule, then the ma- 
chinery to that end should be put 
in motion at once.

The week-long conference of the 
seventh General Synod of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church 
was concluded yesterday after 
delegates approved final reports 
of committees and officers in busi- 
ness meetings at Hotel Jefferson. 

Resolutions indorsing the 
church’s evangelistic program to 
attain 200,000 new members by 
1950; to increase church school en- 
rolilment from 433,410 to 500,000; 
and the solicitation of $3,000,000 
to implement the program were 
approved. 

Delegates also voted to support 
a national housing program simi- 
lar to the Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
bill and legislation increasing the 
present minimum wage level of 40 


icents to 6* cents per hour. 


Members of the church were 
urged to become active members 
of consumer co-operatives and to 
work for increased production and 
a more equitable distribution of 
goods. The synod also agreed to 
support federal aid to education, 
advocated that discrimination 
against racial minorities be pro- 
hibited, and resolved that public 
tax-supported, non-sectarianshrd 
funds be supplied to only pub- 
lic, tax-supported, non-sectarian 
schools,

American Activities Committee. 
She denied volunteering to appear 
before the congressional group, 
and denied that she _ testified 
against Eisler before the French

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BEVIN CALLS U.S 
HELP FOR EUROPE 
NlGHll AND PROPER 


Asserts America Should 
Supplement Continent’s 
Efforts Toward Recov- 


ery. 


HASTINGS, England, July 17 
(AP) — Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin declared today it was “right 
and proper” for Europe to make 
a ciaim on American productive 
genius to aid in the reconstruction 
of the Continent’s economy. 

“Armiericans made a great con- 
tribution to the war, but it is 
right and proper that we have a 
claim upon them to assist now 
with their great production pol- 
icy,” he told Britain's Transport 
and General Workers Union, 

Bevin said Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall, in offering 
aid to Europe, had said in effect: 
“See what you can do for your- 
selves and we will supplement 
what you do.” 

“I think it is right they should 
supplement it,” he added. 

Bevin implied Europe was en- 
titled to call upon the United 
States for help now because Amer- 
icans had escaped damage at home 
in the war. 

“The countries we are dealing 
with were devastated by war,” he 
said. 

On the domestic front, Bevin 
urged greater production in 
Britain's nationalized coal mines, 
declaring that more coal would 
help him “put this dollar business 
right and make us independent of 
the dollar grip.” 

Bevin urged patience in efforts 
to solve international differences.

3. Eisenhower’s friendliness to- 
ward the Red Army which worked 
so well with him during the war 
may not be a handicap to him. 

4. Eisenhower talk persists part- 
ly because the American people 
are tired of the same old faces in 
their politics. They are bone- 
weary of the New Dealers; they 
are getting somewhat bored with 
the same old crop of Republicans. 
Americans like new movies, new 
cars, new clothes. If an impresario 
like Belasco or Zanuck were put- 
ting on the '48 campaign, he would 
without hesitation ditch the pres- 
ent cast and choose new stars. 
Eisenhower would be a natural 
and make a great campaigner. 

The politicians conclude wryly 
that the party organizations are 
also made up of familiar faces and 
are allergic to new discoveries un- 
less absolutely needed to win an 
election. The Republicans this 
time don’t need an Eisenhower, 
they suggest. 


UNION PAYS $46,162 
TO WOMAN HURT 
IN LABOR DISPUTE 


GARY, Ind., July 17 (AP)—Miss 
Helen Barr Scharf of Gary re- 
ceived a check for $46,162.08 from 
the CIO United Steelworkers yes- 
terday for injuries suffered in 
1941 when she was pulled from a 
bus in a union dues inspection 
drive at the Gary tin mill, Jay E. 
Darlington, Hammond, her attor- 
ney. reported. 

Miss Scharf, who had been em- 
ployed by the mill as a sorter 
since 1929, brought action for 
$100,000. A jury awarded her 
$42,500, the case was taken to the 
State Supreme Court on an appeal. 

The Supreme Court affirmed the 
lower court’s award and the na- 
tional headquarters of the union 
sent the check for $46,162.08, cov- 
ering the judgment and interest. 
Miss. Scharf alleged she suffered 
permanent shoulder injuries when 
she was pulled from the bus. Her 
suit alleged that union members 
were stopping vehicles approach- 
ing the tin mill and requiring oc- 
cupants to show union cards. It 
said persons without union cards 
were not permitted to enter the 
plant.

quest for an increase in the milk 
premium paid in this area opened 
today at the Coronado Hotel be- 
fore Will Rogers, United States 
Department of Agriculture hear- 
ing examiner. 

The inerease, which averages 
about 32 cents a hundredweight in 
the wholesale price of bottled 
milk, would raise the price paid 
by dairies about eight-tenths of a 
cent a quart, a spokesman for the 
dairies said. He was unable to say 
whether the increase, if approved, 
would be passed on to consumers. 

In addition to a base price for 
milk, producers receive a premium 
in compensation for the additional 
costs to them of preparing the 
milk so that it will meet the 


‘lstandards of the St. Louis sani- 


tary milk ordinance. 

That premium now averages 
about 80 cents a hundredweight 
for Class I (bottled) milk. Pro- 
ducers are asking that the prem- 
jum be raised to an average of 
about $1.12 a hundredweight. For 
Class II (non-bottled) milk, they 
are seeking to increase the aver- 
age premium from about 28 cents 
to about 45 cents. 

The hearing is being held at the 
request of the Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association of St. Louis. 
Its results will affect dairy farm- 
ers in 61 counties in Missouri and 
Illinois. They contended they need 
the increase because feed costs 
have gone up, and will go even 
higher as a result of the spring 
rains and floods and because 
labor costs have increased. 

Karl P. Spencer, attorney for all 
the St. Louis dairies, replied that 
actual cost to farmers of comply- 
ing with the St. Louis milk ordi- 
nance is less than 50 cents a hun- 
dredweight, more than 380 cents 
below the figure farmers are now 
receiving. He said the raise, if 
approved, would cost St. Louis 
dairies $1,158,745 annually.

I once watched a Waring 
assistant work with the glee club to polish up 
three chords. It took half an hour and the 
young man was still tearing his hair out in 
chunks, which was his method of conveying dis- 
satisfaction. 
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ALL THIS is meant to serve as an introduction 
to Waring’s two summer programs, His morning 
program continues unchanged. Last spring this 
program was singled out at the Ohio State Uni- 
versity’s Institute for Education by Radio as the 
outstanding daytime program on the air. In ad- 
dition, Waring, who is one of the few persons in 
radio who works harder in the summer than in 
the winter, has taken over the half-hour spot 
usually occupied on Tuesday nights by Fibber 


McGee and Molly. 

There is little difference between the morning 
and evening programs. A Waring production is 
a finished bit of musical showmanship from be- 
ginning to end. You will hear the current juke- 
box favorites, though not played in a juke-box 
way; perhaps a folk tune, a college band number, 
some monkeyshines on an electric guitar, or 
possibly an old favorite revived for the occasion. 
The orchestra, the glee club, the soloists work 
on this variety of material, individually and col- 
lectively, in a manner that is calculated to pro- 
duce the most pleasing tone colors. There is 
variety, pace and excellent orchestration. But 
above all, the boys seem to be enjoying them-

NY woman who thinks that 
A ecttine accustomed to longer 

skirts is the worst problem she 
has to tackle in outfitting her- 
self in the new fashions for the 
fall season, had better prepare 
herself for even a greater strug- 
gle. She can take her choice 
about wide skirts and slim ones, 
about flaring coats and fitted 
ones but there’s no dodging the 
acceptance of a corseted figure. 
Genuine stays are back again and 
the tightening of old-fashioned 
laces to make a waistline look 
thin is proving to be the sensation 
of the fall style collections.

South’s three-no trump bid was 
quite a gamble, but it turned out 
beautifully. 

West decided to make a sur 
prise attack and, instead of epen- 
ing partner’s suit, led the deuce of 
diamonds. Dummy played the 
jack and East's king held the 
trick. East then made a fatal er- 
ror. On the hope that partner 
had led from a five-card diamond 
suit and would duck a return 
lead, thus leaving a diamond com- 
munication card in East's hand, 
East returned the nine of dia- 
monds. Unfortunately for the de- 


. fenders, this play clinched the con- 


tract, since it established a dia- 
mond trick in. dummy for the 
ninth trick. 

If East had done a little count- 
ing Of tricks he would have seen 
the complete fallacy of his “reas- 
oning” about the length of West's 
diamond suit. Seven club tricks 
were staring East in the face. The 
heart king was absolutely marked 
in declarer’s hand, as was the 
spade ace! It was this latter fac- 
tor with which East should have 
reckoned. Had West held the 
spade ace in addition to the dia- 
mond ace already shown, he 
either would have taken more 
action over the original heart bid 
.Or would have doubled the final 
contract. Thus, since to establish 
either a heart or a diamond trick 
for declarer was to present him 
with nine tricks. Fast easily 
should have seen that the one hope 
was to establish spade tricks be- 
fore declarer could set up either 
a heart or a diamond. The lead 
of the spade king, of course, would 
have produced this result.

NO FORD PRICE RISE IN MIND 
NOW DESPITE COST INCREASE 


CHICAGO, July 17 (UP)—Ford 
Motor Co, has no present plans 
to increase prices despite the new 
coal contract which will raise the 
cost manufacturing $10 a car, 
Henry Ford II, president, and his 
top executives disclosed yesterday. 
Ford, here to attend meetings 
with production and sales person- 
nel and nearly 2000 Ford dealers, 
said at a press conference that 
the firm's proposed new passenger 
car models would not be intro- 
duced until 1948 although some 
new truck models may be brought 
out late this year, 

Ernest R. Breech, .executive 
vice-president, emphasized that 
Ford’s statement was not to be 
construed as a pledge that prices 
would not be raised but added 
that no increase was contemplated 
“at the present time.”

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)—

and Economic Council. Thorp will 
continue as Assistant Secretary of 
State.

A DISCUSSION has arisen in 
our speech class about the 
® proper pronunciation of the 
word “profile.” Is the second syl- 
“feel,” or “file” to rhyme 
with “mile’?—Mrs. J. H. T. 

A. In Standard American, the 
universal pronunciation is: PRO- 
file, -file to rhyme with “mile.” 


“PRO-feel is a Briticism, al- 
though there is good evidence 
that it is being superseded by 
PRO-file in British usage. The 
Shorter Oxford, for instance, lists 
PRO-file as first choice, PRO-feel 
as second choice, and PRO-fill as 
third choice, 

Be that as it may, PRO-file is 
the first choice of these American 
dictionaries: Merriam Webster's, 
Winston's, and Macmillan’s, and 
it is the only choice of the Thorn- 
dike Century and Kenyon & 
Knott’s. My recommendation un- 
reservedly is: PRO-file, 

The pronounciation “hee-OG- 
ruh-fee” for “biography” has 
some sanction as a second choice. 
But it is obsolescent in Standard 
American. It is better to rhyme 
the bi- with “by, my,” as is al- 
ways the case in biograph, bio- 
graphical, biology.
